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Knaresborough Castle 'is situated on’a lofty sandstone 
rag' overlooking the town and River Nidd. Its grounds, 
which, cover over 2*4 acres, are pleasantly laid out in walks. 
The Castle dates from the reign of Edward III., being 
erected on the site of a Norman fortification of which no 
trace now remains. The Guardroom in the Keep contains 
an interesting collection of curiosities. 
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
